“FULL RIGHTS” FOR 
POLISH JEWS 


New Government Assurance 
lFrom our Correspondent—W arsaw| 


Renewed official assurances that the 
Polish Government will continue its 
policy of granting to Jews full rights and 
all facilities to develop and maintain 
their national, cultural, and economic 
life, were given by M. Wladyslaw Wolski, 
Vice-Minister for Internal Affairs, to 
delegates representing the 45 Jewish com- 
munities of Poland. at their annual con- 
ference held here under the auspices of 
the Central Jewish Committee. 

“As im the past, the Polish Govern- 
ment will assist the Jewish communities 
in their eflorts to rebuild Jewish life 
in Poland.” declared M. Wolski. He 
also pledged his Government's support 
for “Jewish aspirations in the inter- 
national forum.”

DUTCH AWARD FOR 
GHETTO HERO 


“ Unknown Jewish Soldier ~ 


Ihe Netherlands Government has 
awarded the Resistance Cross to the Un- 
known Jewish Soldier of the Warsaw 
Ghetto Battl,. it was announced in New 
York by the American Memorial to the 
Heroes of the Warsaw Ghetto and the 
Six Million Martyred Jews of Europe 

This is the fourth decoration to have 
been awarded to the Unknown Warsaw 
Ghetto Fighter. The others were from 
France, Czechoslovakia, and Yugo-

MR. TRUMAN’S PRAISE FOR D.P.s 


“I wish we could have the same toler- 
ance to-day as we had when the Straus 


family came to this country,” declared 
President Truman on Sunday, when 
accepting. on behalf of the Government, 


a memorial to the late Oscar §. Straus 

Referring to the fact that the Straus 
family were German Jews who emigrated 
to the United States, President Truman 
said that they had come to America 
“ because they believed in freedom of the 
individual and the things which ‘this 
country stood for. They were D.P.s, and 
1 wish we could have the same tolerance 
now to meet the situation with which we 
are faced as we had in 1852-54, when the 
Straus family came to this country 

* Just think how we could have lost 


the services of these people if we had 
the same policy as we are 


followed 


following now,” the President went on 

Mr. Straus was Ambassador to Turkey 
under Presidents Grover Cleveland, 
Wilham McKinley, and William Taft. 
and Secretary of Commerce under Presi- 


dent Taft and President Theodore 
Roosevelt. 

Ai the ceremony, Colonel Archibald 
Roosevelt, son of the late President 
Theodore Roosevelt, recalled that his 
father, when he appointed Mr. Straus a 
member of his Government, told him 


that he was doing so not only because of 
his character and ability, but also because 
“1 want to show Russia and such 
countries what we think of a Jew im this 
country.” 

The presentation was made by Colonel 
Roosevelt on behalf of the Oscar

Fhe three main political parties in 
Austria, Catholic, Socialist, and Com- 
munist, Were not greatly interested in 
Jewish affairs, said Mr. Brill. because of 
the small size of the Jewish Community. 

Among other organisations represented 
at the conference are the Board of Depu- 
tres of British Jews, and the Anglo- 
Jewish Association. 

Dr. Nathan Morris declared that the 
cultural losses in Europe would be felt 
by British, American, and especially 
Palestinian Jewry for many years, since 
they would lose the fertilising effect of 
Jewish imnigration from Eastern Europe.

Constitution had ratified thet 
Consequently, only 70 per cent 
of the Organisation's budget was assured, 
although the demands upon its resources 
had in no wav lessened. Indeed, there are 
additional dithculties to be taced, the 
privations and wanderings of Jewish D.P.s 
persist. A scheme, which had the strong 
support of the British delegate, was put 
forward for energetic action to tackle the 
problem in such a way as to bring about 
a final and lasting solution. All countries 
were called upon to take their fair share 
m this collective undertaking, and proposals 
were made for the acceptance of definite 
quotas of refugees. But the majority of the 
delegates declared that their Governments 
would be unwilling to give this practical 
proot of wholehearted co-operation. Thus 
the official representatives of the nations 
have, unfortunately, refused to shoulder their 
responsibilities, and to the challenge which 
contronts them they seem content to mur- 
mur, “Am | my brother's keeper?” In this 
situation, the Jewish voluntary organisations 
have no alternative but to intensify the 
valorous efforts which they have hitherto 
made for the succour of their brethren. 
Such bodies as the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee, the Central British Fund, the United 
Jewish Relief Appeal, the Youth Aliyah. 
the World Ort Union, and many others, 
dare not relax their endeavours. Jews at 
least can never aflord to neglect their 
primary religious obligation—carried out 
courageously in good times and in bad— 
of bringing help to their brothers in distress. 


Nor is the help which we are called upon 
lo. give. needed only for the physical sus- 
tenance of the remnant of European Jewry. 
Of no less vital importance is the fulfilling 
of their religious and cultural needs. This 
aspect of the reconstruction of Jewish life 
in Europe has been entrusted to Ujeco, the 
United Jewish Educational and Cultural 


‘Structure olf 


Organisation. It was at an exploratory con- 
ference held in Paris last autumn that the 
formation of Ujeco was decided upon. 
During the past year we have been happy 
to publish encouraging accounts of its early 
progress. Anglo-Jewry should feel particu- 
lar gratification at the fact that the main 
credit for such success as has already been 
achieved belongs to Ujeco’s headquarters 
staff in London. The organisation's consti- 
tution and programme of activities have 
now been decided on at the important con- 
ference just concluded in Paris. De'egates 
attended trom most ot the European coun- 


tries, trom Palestine, and from the United 
States. Among the British bodies repre- 
sented were the Board ofl Deputies, the 


Anglo-Jewish Association, the Central 
Council tor Jewish Religious Education, the 
(hhet Rabbi's Religious Emergency Council, 
ind the Jewish Committee for Relief Abroad. 
ihe enthusiasm which prevailed augurs well 
tor the tuture success of the great and sacred 
task which has been undertaken For, as 
we have already commented, nothing less ts 
here at stake than the revival and preserva- 
tion of Judaism on the Continent. This ts 
an enterprise in which all schools of Jewish 
thought should be proud to participate. In 
this work of spiritual reconstruction the very 
foundations have to be laid anew. — Those 
who. devote their energies to the propagation 
of rival ideologies can only contuse the 
labourers in their gigantic task of rebuilding. 
[here is plenty of scope for all to contribute 
to the undertaking according to their several 
abilities. If separate groups wrangle over 
competing programmes they will achieve 
nothing, and the shattered fragments of the 
House of Israel will never be repaired. Let

GRIM REMINDER 


bt will be an amazing and a shocking thing 
it the conscience of the world is not moved 
to self-examination by the revelations in the 
last instalment of the “ Diaries” of Mr. 
Henry Morgenthau, jun., due to be pub- 
lished an COLLiprR’s MAGAZINE to-morrow 
and summarised in our columns to-day, Of 
the Jews of Europe only one in seven now 
remains alive For too long the world has 
been content to sit back in pious horror and 
condemn the atrocities committed by the 
Nazis. No one doubts that that reprobation 
is tully and absolutely justified. But con- 
demnation of a crime is sometimes moti- 
vated not so much by righteous indignation 
as by an uneasy conscience on the part of 
him who utters it. Heinous as is the guilt 
ot Hitler and his henchmen, the rest of the 
world is not free from blame. Those, if 
any. who doubt this will be’ disillusioned 
when they read this courageous exposure. 


Mr. Morgenthau was Secretary to the U.S. 
lreasury under the late President Roose- 
velt: he, if anybody, was in a position to 
know the truth of the matter, and there is no 
reason to doubt the reliability of this report 
irom a man who has nothing to gain from 
making it public. “We knew in Washing- 
ton, trom August, 1942, on, that the Nazis 
were planning to exterminate all the Jews 
of Europe,” he says. “Yet, for nearly 18 
months -after the first reports of the Nazi 
horror plan, the State Department did prac- 
tically nothing.” What accounted for this 
criminal negligence? Several reasons were 
advanced. If refugees were allowed to leave 
Germany, the Nazis might take advantage 
of the fact to smuggle out a few agents: 
if dollars were spent on saving the remnant 
of Jewry from destruction and death, the 
Nazi economy might benefit from them. 
[he first of these arguments is an old one 
that has often been refuted: if it were sound 
it would still be the poorest possible excuse 
for condemning millions to death. The 
second argument has only to be stated to be 
instantly repudiated by any man not wholly 
bereft of human instincts. Put bluntly, it 
is the exaltation of the Almighty Dollar over 
human life. Nor is Britain in a position to 


adopt a “holier than thou” attitude. The 
Ministry of Economic Warfare also 
opposed the scheme, according to Mr. 


Morgenthau, partly for financial reasons, 
and partly because the Foreign Office was 
“concerned with the difficulty of disposing 
of any considerable number of Jews should 
they be released from enemy territory.” So 
Hitler was left to “ dispose ” of them—with 
the assistance of his gas chambers. It is pos- 
sible to find some sort of excuse for the 
British attitude though the most ardent 
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.Anglophile would hardly maintain that it was 


wholly defensible. But at least it may be 
claimed that at that time, Britain, with very 
little effective help from her allies, was 
facing the whole might of the Wehrmacht. 
America can pul forward no such plea; and 
it must to-day be difficult for a non-Jewish 
citizen of the United States to look his 
Jewish fellow-countryman squarely in the 
eye. 

Now the tragedy ts over, although tts 
agonising aftermath is still with us. There 
is nothing to be gained by recrimination, 
and our eyes must be turned to the future 
of those of our people who have. survived 
the holocaust. “ [here are 850,000 displaced 
persons in Europe to-day,” Mr. Morgenthau 
“ We [the United States] must 
take action ourselves to succour our share 
more than our share, for we have more to 
give—of the wretched people of Europe.” 
It is an appeal that any American, con- 
scious of his part-——-by omission if not by 
commission—in the tragedy of must 
find it hard to resist.

NOVEMBER 16 is the day appointed for the 
Annuat Remembrance Service ang Parade ol 
Jewish ex-Service men and women. It will be 
hela on the Morse Guaras Paraae Ground, Lon- 
don, at 2 p.m., and will constitute an occasion 
of Oulstanaing importance in the community s 
innals, A most impressive programme nas been 
arranged by the Association of Jewish Ex-Ser- 
ihe solemn Remembrance Service in 
memory of fallen comrades will be conducted 
by the Deputy for the Chief Rabbi, ana by 
the Senior Jewish Chaplam. It will include the 
inging of “ Adon Olam, to the accompaniment 
of the band of the Scots Guards, and it will be 
broadcast in the B.B.C. Home Programme, Sub- 
sequently the parade will be inspected by Field- 
Marshal Lord Alanbrooke. and a wreath will 
he laid on the Cenotaph by two Jewish V.C.s. 
Afterwards, at a reception at the Lyceum 
[heatre. a gracious message will be received 
from H.M. the King, and addresses will be de- 
lhivered by the Hiome Secretary and public 
leaders. The distinguished company will in- 
clude the Lord Mayor of London and official 
representatives ol! the Dominions and toreign 
States.. Thus the contribution of British Jewry 
to the national effort in the two world wars will 
receive full and fitting recognition, In view ofl 
much ignorance, and even mahcious muisrepre- 
sentation, such recognition should help to im- 
press upon the public consciousness how Jews 
and non-Jews together served in common.loyalty 
and sacrifice fo ensure the tull effectiveness 
of this great occasion, a worthy attendance of 
ex-Service men and women ts demanded. It 1s 
hoped that the greatest possible number will 
attend. from all parts of Britain. No. efforts 
should be spared by those who live outside 
London to attend. Now is the time, in view of 
the difficulties of travel and accommodation, to 
make the necessary arrangements, Every possible 
help and advice will be given by local organtsa- 
tions in each district. Even if individuals are 
unable to come to the parade ground with any 
of the organised contingents, they will still have 
the opportunitiy of participating, if they atttend 
at the Horse Guards Parade before the appoin- 
ted hour. Every Jew or Jewess who has served 
in the Poses of the Crown should feel it a 
personal duty to be there. 


THE HEBREW BIBLE 


AN arrangement was recently concluded be- 
tween the Hebrew University Press Association 
of Jerusalem and the Jewish Publication Society 
of America for the printing of whatis announced 
as the first Hebrew Bible under exclusively 
Jewish auspices. Owing to certain mechanical 
difficulties the type-setting will be done in Phila- 
delphia, but a new Hebrew type face designed 
by the Hebrew University will be employed, 
and the printing will be done in Palestine. For 
the past three years, under the distinguished 
direction of Prof. Umberto Cassuto, scholars at 
the University have been working at the Hebrew 
text, which will be based on the oldest Masoretic 
manuscripts, This will, therefore, have the 
authority of tradition combined with the find- 
ings of modern scholarship. Thirty years ago, 
the Jewish Publication Society of America pub- 
lished what has now rightly become for the 
whole of English-speaking Jewry the standard 
edition in the vernacular of the Holy Scriptures. 
The translators then explained that they had 
followed the Masoretic text of S. Baer (who died 
just half a century ago), and for the parts not 
edited by him that of C. D. Ginsburg. In the 
absence of a standard printed edition of the 
Hebrew Bible published under Jewish auspices, 
the late Chief Rabbi, Dr. J. H. Hertz, emploved 
the Hebrew text of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society for his well-known Commentary on the 
Pentateuch and Haftarot. The forthcoming 
publication will, therefore, meet a real need. and 
will be awaited with the liveliest anticipation 
and thankfulness. Once again-——but this time ina 
printed format suited to the modern world— 
“out of Zion shall go forth the Law, and the 
Word of the Lord from Jerusalem.”
